lifetime to some, a rock and roll 
era never to be forgotten for oth- 
ers. Kiss and albums like Alive, 
Destroyer, Love Gun and Lick It 
Up have left an indelible mark on 

rock music. 

ph artes teehee “No fairy godmother landed by 
my side when | was born and went... POOF! ‘You‘re going to be Gene Simmons in 
Kiss,‘" noted Kiss’ infamous co-founder Gene Simmons. “Practice long enough 
and keep doing it, and anybody can do anything.” 

Kiss is living proof that perseverance pays off. Despite constant criticism Kiss has 
played over a thousand concerts, sold more than 25 million records, and “blessed” 
4,000 women. This is their story.... 

Chiam Witz and Stanley Eisen were two boys growing up in the brick cages of 
Queens, New York. Each realized they were different from the other boys in their 
neighborhood. “| was never like other kids,” admitted Eisen, today known as Paul 
Stanley, co-founder of Kiss. “I just didn’t see things the same way. If you could get 
behind my eyes, the world looked a little weird but real nice.” 

Stanley was pudgy and self-conscious about a deformed ear. Instead of trying to 
fit in, he made his own way, excelling at whatever he chose, including guitar. By 
the time he was in high school, he was competent enough to work as the guitar 
instructor at Camp Timerline in upstate New York. 

Chiam had moved to Queens from Israel with his mother when he was six years 
old. Brilliant and adored, he realized the world was there for the taking. “If you 
want to do something you just do it,” he observed. “You take your left foot and 
put it in front of your right foot and you're one step closer to where you were 
before.” 


Instead of waiting for opportunity to knock, Chiam changed his name to Gene 


Simmons after a popular 1950's performer “Jumpin’” Gene Simmons, and went for 
the American Dream. He hawked newspapers, hacked cows at a butcher store, 
typed term papers, and played guitar. Before high school graduation Gene “real- 
ized that everybody was playing guitar and that nobody played bass, so | started 
playing bass.” 

To pay the bills, Gene became a sixth grade teacher at Public School 75 in New 
York City and Paul drove a taxi. But the New York club scene was where their pas- 
sions lay. Glitter rock was having a heyday. The transvestite glam of the New York 
Dolls raged at Max's Kansas City where the raunch and roll of The Tubes graced 
The Bottom Line. New York was the breeding ground for a musical metamorpho- 
sis. 

Paul and Gene met in the New York clubs in 1970. For kicks they’d jam on 
Beatles tunes on Greenwich Village street corners. Inspired by the success of The 
Jeff Beck Group, Faces and the Rolling Stones, Gene accepted the bass position in 
the band Wicked Lester. The. group, which featured guitarist Jon Segal (later to 
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burst onto the music scene-and their 
white-faced makeup got them immedi- 
ate attention. It was the time of elabo- 
rate musical works by the likes of Led 
Zeppelin and Deep Purple. And Kiss’ 
simple three-chord teen anthems didn’t 


fit into the metal style of the era, but 
Kiss didn't care. Most of the early 
reviews were negative, stating that Kiss 
were ghouls attempting to play talent- 
vagy less thud rock. 

“§ Undaunted, Kiss hit the road using 
Bill Aucoin’s American Express card to 
finance the jaunt. Breathing fire, spit- 
ting blood, and playing amidst a flurry 
of fire hazards, Kiss’ incredible show 
was more dynamic than any half-hour 
guitar solo Jimmy Page could dream 
up. Critics found the band visually 
exciting and musically dreadful. The 
band loved it. 

Kiss had a master plan. They released 
Hotter Than Hell and Dressed To Kill and kept on the road. The buzz got 
around about these four strange guys in makeup. Parents hated them, so naturally 
the kids ate ‘em up. Grooving on tunes Strutter and Deuce, the freshly dubbed Kiss 
Army totally jived on Ace’s guitar, Paul’s attitude and Gene’s horror film antics. To 
see a demon breathing fire and spitting blood was just too cool. “I! did it just to get 
a rise out of people,” Gene recalled. “|! wanted to do anything to get people to 
say ‘wow.'” 

The kids said “wow!” in a big way. Kiss was the first group since The Beatles 
where fans could identify every member of the band. Each Kiss Army recruit had 
their favorite band member, whom they would dress up as on Halloween or when 
the band played their town. To capture their in-concert phenomenon, Kiss released 
the albums Alive and Alive Il. They both went platinum almost instantly. 

Thanks to Kiss, Casablanca became a prestigious record label. Their cartoon- | 
character-from-hell image blossomed. Concerts became elaborate theatrical affairs 
with tanks, multi-tiered stages and the group’s name in 25-foot high lights. : 
Costumes evolved into decadent stud-laden, Conan-in-drag garments bottomed off 
by incredible dragon boots with eight-inch platforms. Kiss in their prime were 
seven-foot leather and feather caveman clomping around on stage while 12,000 
kids went insane to tunes like Love Gun and Detroit Rock City. 

Firmly established with the teenage boys, Kiss crossed over from cult phenome- 
non to mainstream superstars when the 1976 ballad, Beth raced up to #7 on the 
charts. The song brought teenyboppers and girls to the show, making Kiss instant 
arena sellouts nationwide.

This 1s the Future of Rock.

Each month Hit Parader travels 


behind the scenes with a rock celebri- -| 


ty to learn about his past. This 
month's time traveler is the.man in 
the hot seat, Motley Crue’s new vocal- 
ist, John Corabi. 


ohn Corabi has been kickin’ around 
Jthe rock world for quite a while. He 
played in a series of bands in his native 
Philadelphia prior to getting his big break 
last year when he was asked to join The 
Scream. Along with bandmates Bruce 
Bouillet (guitar), John Aldrete (bass) and 
Walt Woodward (drums), Corabi helped 
turn the band’s debut LP, Let It Scream, 
into a rockin’ rolling success story. Sure, 
the album didn’t set the world on fire, 
but it attracted enough attention to the 
band to make many believe that they 
were only an album or two away from 
superstardom. In particular, peaple 
noticed Corabi—the good lookin’ front- 
man with a voice that cut through the 
band’s heavy instrumental mix like the 
proverbial hot knife through butter. One 
of those who noticed was named Nikki 
Sixx... yup, THAT Nikki Sixx. Little could 
John Corabi imagine that only a few 
short months after he first rose to public 
acclaim he'd receive a call from Sixx ask- 
ing him if he wanted to be the vocalist 
who replaced Vince Neil in Motley Crue. 
For the normally low-key Corabi, who 
had just finished a round of interviews 
Stating his undying love for The Scream, 
such an offer was more than he could 
pass up. 

Let's face it, how many of us could 
reject the chance to join one of the most 
respected and legendary bands in rock 
and roll history? Sure, filling the shoes of 
Vince Neil isn’t an easy job for anyone, 
but John Corabi doesn’t want to be con- 
sidered Neil’s replacement—in fact, in 
looks, background, attitude and singing 
style the two couldn’t be more different. 

“Living in Philadelphia isn’t like living in 
Los Angeles,” Corabi said. “| think the 
bands back home probably are a little 
more into the substance of the music 
rather than the flash elements of show 
biz. | was in a number of bands in Philly 
that all tended to be rather raw and 
bluesy. That’s one of the things that 
attracted me to The Scream when they 
first contacted me. They had that same 
kind of approach to music. I'm very 
proud of the album we recorded.” 
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not letting his recent good fortune go to 
his head. In sharp contrast to the wild 
antics that have long been Motley Crue’s 
stock-in-trade, Corabi likes to describe 
himself as “a pretty mellow guy.” Of 
course, if one listens to rumors (and we 
certainly do) it was widely reported at 
the time of Neil’s departure from Motley 
that while the rest of the band had 
Stayed totally on the wagon, Vince's 
occasional visits to local watering holes 
had not exactly endeared him to the rest 
of the band. So perhaps it was Corabi’s 
laid-back personality, as well as his in- 
your-face vocals that attracted.the band 
to him. 

“| really haven‘t been on the road that 
much, especially on a national basis,” he 
said.

here were strange sounds coming 

from behind Mr. Big's dressing room 
door. It was the sound of singing, playing 
and laughing. First the unmistakable 
strains of a Beatles hit filled the air, quick- 
ly followed by an obscure Donovan num- 
ber, than the strident riffs of a Led 


Zeppelin classic. Was it a radio turned to 
the local rock and roll station? Nah, it was 
just Billy Sheehan, Pat Torpey, Eric Martin 
and Paul Gilbert playing their nightly ver- 
sion of “stump the band.” 

“C'mon, give us a song title, | bet we 
know it,” Gilbert said as he strummed his 
unplugged electric guitar with nervous 
anticipation. “It can be something from 
the ‘60s, ‘70s, ‘80s or ‘90s—we don't 
care. If you want we'll play one for you 
and you've got to guess it.” 
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Without further prompting the band 
launched into an obscure ‘60s hit that 
everyone in the band seemed to know by 
heart. This listener was stumped by the 
band. “You should be embarrassed,” 
Sheehan said with a broad grin. “We're 
not gonna even tell you what that one 
was. You think about it, and maybe we'll 
tell you next time.” (It turned out to be 
another Donovan semi-classic.) 

It's not hard to understand why the 
members of Mr. Big are in such a fine 
mood these days. Their second album, 
Lean Into It, has finally gone platinum, 
more than a year after its release—and 
some nine months after, everyone 
(including members of the band) had 
given up hope of the album ever reaching 
such stratospheric heights. But thanks to 
the hit single To Be With You, these Bay 
Area rockers have become one of the 
year’s biggest success stories, and now 
they’re enjoying the fruits of their labors 


by undertaking their first headlining U.S. 
tour. 

“We're always just happy to have the 
chance to play,” Sheehan said. “We 
don’t care if we're first, second or third 
on the bill. Of course, headlining is nice 
because we don’t feel any time restric- 
tions, and with a band like ours, where 
everyone just loves to stretch out and 
play, that’s very important.” 

Hitting the stage to a standing ovation 
from the packed house, the band 


launched into Addicted To That Rush, a 
track from their self-title debut album. 
From there it was a non-stop rock extrav- 
aganza with such hits as Green-Tinted 
Sixties Mind and the expected To Be With 
You serving as breaks between the fiery 
instrumental interplay of Sheehan's 
booming bass licks and Gilbert’s burning 
guitar notes. One of the evening’s 
unquestioned highlights was the duel of 
battling electric drills as both musicians 
attacked their instruments with the 
power tools, much to the crowd's 
delight. 

“We did that first—way before Van 
Halen,” Gilbert said with a laugh in the 
band’s crowded post-concert dressing 
room. “Eddie may have gotten all of the 
credit, but we all know where he got the 
idea from.” 

As a seemingly endless stream of well- 
wishers filtered through the group’‘s 
dressing room to say “hi” and share a

moment or two of the band’s time, it was 
obvious to see that the members of Mr.

But once back to the drawing board 
with a new vocalist, the resulting self-titled 
second album hit the retail stores in April 
with a good shot at breaking new commer- 
lal ground for the foursome. For George 
~ Lynch, it is a new beginning. “It’s a frontier 
~ for us to try getting a message across, 
things that could make a difference in the 
world, instead of being one-dimensional. 
That's a real challenge, coming from a

Atlanta Rockers Return With Southern Harmony and Musical Companion. 


Rich, bassist Johnny Colt, new guitarist 
Mark Ford and drummer Steve Gorman 
comprise the Crowes) was fond of 
rockin’ to the beat of his own drummer. 
This is a guy who was never much of a 
conformist, and once his group’s success 
provided him with an international 
forum for expressing his views, his out- 
spoken opinions on drugs, corporate 
sponsorship and other assorted rock and 
roll maladies made headlines from New 
York to New Zealand. 

Now with the release of the band’s 
eagerly anticipated second album, 
Southern Harmony and Musical 
Companion, many within the music 
community are anxious to discover if 
Robinson is going to tone down his 
act—or if he’s gonna put some extra spit 
‘n polish on his reputation as one of 
rock’s most outspoken figures. If first 
impressions are anything to go by, it 
seems that this time around Robinson 
wants to use his ever-growing fame to 
promote some causes he believes in, and 
perhaps even more importantly, pro- 
mote rock and roll itself. 

“We never had particularly high aspira- 
tions when we started out,” he said. “All 
this attention was kind of unexpected 
and it still is. It was only a couple of years 
ago that the main goal | had was to sell 
out clubs back home in Atlanta and 
avoid having to work a day job. But Rich 
and | had a goal that we started on the 
first album and continued on this one, 
and that was to write the best rock and 
roll songs we could. More than anything 
else that’s what is important to us. We 
never believed that a lot of the songs 
that kids were hearing on the radio were 
really that relevant to them and what 
they were experiencing. That’s one of 
the things we want to do—write songs 


classic rock acts as Aerosmith and The 
Rolling Stones. And while Robinson is 
only too quick to acknowledge the 
band’s influences, and tip his hat to 
them, he also wants it to be known that 
the Black Crowes know more than just 
rock and roll. This is a band whose musi- 
cal roots stretch deep and far. 

“I've always had very eclectic musical 
tastes,” he said. “| grew up in a musical 
family where my father was a folk singer, 
and we were always exposed to all sorts 
of music. At any time of the day or night 
you might hear folk music, soul, blues or 
some jazz from Thelonious Monk. But | 
don’t deny that when | first heard the 
Rolling Stones it really affected me. | 
don’t know if it was the passion they 
were playing with or what, but there 
was something about what they were 
doing that just hit me. | could relate to 
what they seemed to be going through. 
They were putting everything they had 
into every note they played and sang. | 
guess that’s what we've always tried to 
do, and on this album we're probably 
getting a little better at it.” 

Still, despite the purity of their rock 
and roll approach, and the sincere 
impression that these guys truly are in it 
out of pure love for music, the Black 
Crowes can’t seem to keep themselves 
out of trouble. Sure, the Stones have 
always been pretty good at keeping their 
names in the papers too, but somehow 
you get the impression that if Robinson 
had his druthers, he’d rather have peo- 
ple talk just about his music rather than 
his pro-drug proclamations, his well-pub- 
licized tirades against corporate sponsor- 
ship in rock and roll, or the recent prob- 


lems the band had with departed gui- — 


tarist Jeff Cease (now a member of 
Black Eyed Susan) .

While Robinson was adverse to dis- 
cussing road details, from what we were 
able to gather it appears that the 
Crowes’ High As The Moon tour will 
begin in mid-Summer and continue right 
through the end of the year.

We're doing something that we really 
believe in. That’s what makes us feel 
good. It’s real nice to play music that you 
believe in your heart and then have a lot 
of people accept it. That tells us one 
thing—to just listen to ourselves and 
keep on believing. 

“This tour should be a lot of fun,” he 
added. “Yeah, we do have some little 
things planned that are gonna be very 
different. But | think they’re in keeping 
with our beliefs. Again, we don't go for 
hypocrisy. You can love us or not, but 
hopefully you appreciate the fact that 
we're sincere about all this.”

He's one of the few true originals left in rock and roll. Fromhis 
early days in New York as the leader of the classic cult band The 
Misfits (a major influence on Metallica), Danzig has rebelled 
against seemingly everything that normal society holds dear. 
~ Money? Not important. Fame? Who cares. Religion? Well... 
that's one subject sure to get Glenn started. 

“| guess you could say that I'm a guy who’s always searching 
for answers,” he said. “I read all the time, everything from 
_ comic books to books on the occult and werewolves. I've got a 
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ent exercises 
to loosen my muscles. We're playing for two 
hours on stage this tour, and you've got to be in great shape 
for that.

Yeah, right! “Cute” is a word better reserved for the likes of 
BonJevi than fomGlenn Danzig. Perhaps a better word to 
describe hismusical appeal is “integrity.” In fact, that’s a word 
that seams to\pop up quite often in his conversation, especially 
when/she discusses his attacks on the religious and political 
establishment.) He knows he’s ruffling feathers. That’s the way 
it has to be. That's the only way Danzig will have it. 

“If religious or/political groups question me, I'll bring the 
entire system under fire with me,” he said. “If they question my 
integrity, then it also questions theirs. Everything | say is drawn 
from what | read and what | know. So much of it comes from 
the same history books that our politicians give our kids to read. 
It's all there, you just have to know where to look. Adults are 
so scared of kids rebelling. They should just relax about it. Kids 
need to discover life for themselves. They need to look for a lit- 
tle danger. And if that’s what they're looking for when they've 
come to us, they've come to the right place."

Typically, 
vocalist Anthony Corder lead the 
rest of the band, a broad smile on 
his face. He was quickly followed by 
guitarist Keith Douglas, bassist 
Patrick Francis and drummer John 
Patterson who casually chatted 
among themselves as they were tak- 
ento a quiet table near the window. 
Once everyone was settled and 
lunch was ordered, a free wheeling 
conversation commenced, touching 
on everything from Memphis’ influ- 
ence on the development of rock 
and roll to the differences in wait- 
resses in restaurants around the 
nation. But mostly, Corder and 
cohorts wanted to discuss their new 
album, Wild America. 

“We know how important second 
albums are to bands,” Corder said. 
“In recent voir a lot of groups who 
made a good impression with their 
debut albums kind of took a step 
back—at least in the commercial | 
sense—on their second records. We | — 
don't know how people will respond | 
to this one, but we are proud of it. 
The whole band was much more 
involved in everything this time 
around. On our first record,

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thumbs up... or down. 

“We took so much time getting 
this record together that we really 
kind of lost touch with the fans,” 
Corder joked. “Most of the album 
was written and recorded last sum- 
mer. We just had to sit around wait- 
ing to finish things off and get the 
album out. It was frustrating 
because we really didn’t even have 
the chance to play live. That just 
about drove us crazy. We were used 
to playing almost every night, then 
we had to go for like six months 
without playing in front of people— 
that was really difficult.” 

“But we can’t worry about how 
people are going to react to the 
record,” he added. “We never 


expected the first album to get the 
kind of attention it did, and we're 


still not sure how that whole thing 
works. Why do some bands get a lot 
of attention and others don’t get 
enough? It's real confusing. Coming 
from Memphis, we’re still a little 
naive about a lot of the business 
side of this industry. That’s just why 
we made the record and waited... 
and waited... and waited for it to 
come out. | know we’re real pleased 
with the way it turned out.” 

The fact is that while Wild 
America was ready to go late last 
year, the band’s record label looked 
at the flood of hard rock product 
released at that time and recom- 
mended that these Memphis hit men 
wait a few months before releasing 
their new vinyl opus. While sitting 
around waiting put a major strain on 
the band’s psyche, the energy the

band saved up is now ready to 
explode as they hit the road. With a 
truckload of new tunes to play, Tora 
Tora can hardly wait to pack up their 
gear and hit the highway. It doesn’t 
matter if it's an arena, a theatre, a 
club or somebody’s basement, these 
guys are ready to go! 

“We recorded the album in 
Memphis, which meant there were a 
lot of extra distractions going on all 
the time,” Corder said. “But one of 
the main problems was that our 
friends always were asking us to 
play. We knew we had to keep our 
attention focused on the album so 
we had to say no. But now we're 
ready to make it up to everyone.” 

Judging by such new tunes as City 
Of Kings and Dead Man’s Hand, a 
track that features the legendary 
Memphis Horns, it seems that Tora 
Tora is well equipped to pick up the 
stage and sales momentum that 
they left in 1990. The album does 
add a surprising number of twists 
for a band that staked its reputation 
on the kind of straight ahead rock 
and roll that was exhibited on their 
first hit, Walking Shoes. But the 
boys seem far from concerned about 
their change in style. To them it's 
just a sign of growing up. 

“One of the benefits of working 
and living where we do is that you 
don’t have the kind of pressure you 
do if you live in a place like Los 
Angeles,” Corder said. “You've got 
pressure to keep up with the other 
bands out there. Here we can pretty 
much do what we want. Because of 
that, we're able to draw on a lot of 
local influences—like the Memphis 
Horns—and work at our own speed. 
We're not part of any scene—never 
have been, never will be. We're kind 
of a scene unto ourselves.” 

By this time in the conversation 
the sandwiches that had been 
ordered for lunch had been downed 
to the last crumb, and the soda 
glasses had been drained. It was 
time for Tora Tora to move on, to 
get back to rehearsal so that their 
well-honed rock and roll machine 
could keep its razor edge. Once 
again the band slowly filtered out of 
the bistro, walking to their far-from- 
flashy cars for the short drive to 
their rehearsal studio (actually a con- 
verted warehouse, where the band 
used to put on their own shows). As 
Corder shook hands goodbye, he 
asked the fans out there to keep a 
special eye and ear out for Tora 
Tora. 

“This is still real new and exciting 
for us,” he said. “All | ask is that 
people give us the same kind of 
chance this time as last. That's all 
we can ask. We hope they really like 
the new album, we know we do.”

Some rock stars quickly forget the difficult times they suf- 
fered through before making it big. Others take their position 
of power to go back and lend a hand to young bands who are 
still struggling to reach the big time.

Hit Parader: Your voice has quite an 
emotional range. Do you consider 
singing other types of music one day? 
Sebastian Bach: Well, I'm a young 
guy. I’m 23. I'm still going through self- 
discovery and there's a lot of different 
types of music | want to sing in the 
future. Basically it’s based on the emo- 
tion I’m feeling at the time. After a 
show we play a song called Foo/ to Cry 
off Black and Blue by the Stones. It 
talks about a father’s love for his child. 
Maybe that’s where some of those tones 
come from, ‘cause before | had a child, | 
used to hear the expression “It breaks 
my heart to see you leave” and I'd say, 
“Yeah, that’s all well and good, but how 
could somebody feel that?” When you 
have a son that’s growing up without 
you because you’re on the road, you feel 
like a physical punch right in the chest— 
like a physical thing that | haven't felt 
before. And maybe that’s where some 
of the tones in my voice come from, 
‘cause it’s all about the words. | can’t 
sing any words | don’t believe in. | can’t 
do it. 


HP: Your group was voted worst band 
by the Rolling Stone critics poll. 

S.B.: OH YEAH! YEAH!!! Yeah, we 
won something else. | love it! Thank 
you! And do you want to know what 
makes me even happier about it? 
Michael Bolton has one of the most 
incredible voices I’ve ever heard and, | 
don’t care what anybody says, 
Everything | Do | Do It For You is one of 
the most touching songs I’ve heard in 
the last five years. So, thanks for 
putting me in the company of some true 
talent. Thanks for putting me on the 
cover of your magazine, even though 
you just did it to sell some magazines. 
(laughs) If Michael Bolton is a crappy 
singer than I’m proud to be a crappy 
band. In a way, | was kind of glad about 
that because we were getting a little too

respectable for a little while. That article 
they did on us, | couldn’t have written it 
better myself. | think that the crux of 
the matter is critics who get jealous of 
rock bands—heavy metal bands in par- 
ticular—is because their job, whether 
they like it or not, is to write about us.

HP: Where'd you get the “Bas” in your 
name? 

S.B.: When | was three years old, peo- 
ple used to ask me what my name was 
and | couldn't pronounce “Sebastian,” 
so | just said “Bas” and it stuck with me 
ever since. 


HP: And everybody calls you “Bas”? 
S.B.: My friends do; yeah. I’m more 
comfortable with Bas than Sebastian. 


HP: The Rolling Stone Readers Poll 
says you’re one of the sexiest guys in 
rock and roll. Is that comfortable for 
you? 

S.B.: Yes and no. Winning the best 
vocalist means by far more. But sex is a 
big part of my life. I’m a pervert just like 
everyone else in America. It would be 
very hip and alternative for me to say, 
“Oh no, no, no, no!” but the truth is 
that’s part of rock and roll. | was raised 
on androgynous frontmen such as Mick 
Jagger, Steven Tyler and Paul Stanley. 
So | don’t see anything wrong with that 
at all. I'll tell you what really makes me 
happy is the readers put our album as 
the fifth best album cover of the year. 
And my Dad painted that. And (the 
original art) hangs on my wall on my 
house. The original of it is 18 feet long 
and nine feet high. It’s a nice piece. 


HP: Did he paint that specifically for the 
album? 
S.B.: Yes. The fans can look at that 
cover and see how | was raised. That 
was the environment in which | was 
raised. 


HP: Is your our mom an artist, too? 

S.B.: She paints, as well. Yeah. One of 
her heroes was Janis Joplin and she also 
loves the Stones and Bob Marley. When 
| was eight years old, | was singing 
“Exodus—alright! Movement for the 
people.” | didn’t know what the words 
meant but that’s what was playing 
when my Mom was cooking french fries. 
It’s gotta have some sort of effect. Here 
1am, I’m 23 and this is what | do. Good 
thing | wasn't raised by a milkman. 


HP: Then you’d really be a pervert! Did 
your mom name you after John 
Sebastian of the Lovin’ Spoonful? 

S.B.: My dad named me after John 
Sebastian after meeting him in Berkeley, 
California. My dad used to go to school 
in Berkeley. My dad constantly freaks 
me out with some of the things that 
he’s done. I’m a voracious reader and | 
read a lot of books and one of them is 
No One Here Gets Out Alive. It’s 
about Jim Morrison and the preface to 


the book was written by Morrison’s — 


idol—an English writer and professor 
named Michael McClure. Jim traveled 
to Berkeley in ‘68 just to meet him. And 
| told my dad how this preface in the 
book meant a lot to me and he goes, 
‘Who wrote it?’ ‘cause he hadn't read it. 
And | go, “This guy named Michael 
McClure from Berkeley—some English 
guy.” He goes, “Hey Bas.” “Hey 
what?” “You want to know who my 
English teacher was?” | go, “Who?” 
He goes, “Michael McClure.” He got 
out the yearbook and there it was. And 
he said that the first class that he had by 
Michael McClure, the class walked in 
and Michael walked in and said, “Hi, 
how you doing?” He picked up the 
desk, threw it at the wall, smashed it, 
and walked out of the room. (laughs) 


HP: And what was the second class? 
S.B.: | don’t know. That was good 
enough for me. That was the class’ 
introduction to him. | guess it’s in the 
blood. | don’t know. 


HP: What was the thing that Michael 
McClure wrote that really reached you? 

S.B.: That whole book reached me, 
because the power of walking on stage 
and raising your hands, and having 20 
thousand or 80 thousand people raise 
them up with you, is an unbelievable 
power. And it goes back to the 
shamanism and the witch doctors and 
the feeling of the Apollonian against the 
Dionysian—the concepts of philosophy. 
And _ Dionysus is the God of revelry and 
being totally uninhibited. You read to 
find out where that comes from and it’s 
like a circle; the energy comes from the 
crowd. It comes up to the stage, goes 
through the performers and comes up 
through the performers’ feelings and it’s 
like one big circle and energy that you 
can feel in the room if everything's right. 
| don’t look at music as a handicraft. | 
look at it more as a transmission of the 
feeling that the artist has accumulated 
throughout his life. If you don’t really 
love the music, then you'll go insane in 
this business. There’s too many airports, 
there’s too much room service, there’s 
too much scrutiny under the public eye. 
It can get to you. You have to be 
obsessed with the music to survive in 
this business. The pleasure is our goal 
and festivity is our means of expression. 
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Type O Negative, Slow, Deep and 
Hard 

Has a backstabbing trollop or gigolo 
broken your heart? Have you the urge 
to tear that person to pieces using a rub- 
ber fish? Or are you the type of person 
who revels within the realm of sado- 
masochism and negativity? If any of this 
applies to you, you may like what Pete 
Steele, the man at the core of Type O 
Negative, has to say. The trio’s debut 
release, Slow, Deep and Hard, is a 
masterful, manic opera. Singer, song- 
writer and bassist Steele paints a bleak 
and world-weary picture through his 
music and lyrics. His name may sound 
familiar to some; he was once a member 
of Carnivore, the Brooklyn-based hard- 
core outfit responsible for such tunes as 
Jesus Hitler and Angry Neurotic 
Catholics. Steele has not changed his 
lyrical style—it’s still vulgar, crass, angry, 
but entertaining—but he has changed 
his musical style for the better. The 
groove is much heavier and the music, 
overall, has a Gothic/industrial feel, 
which is somewhat reminiscent of early 
Celtic Frost. Glass Wails of Limbo is a 
particularly intriguing track that could 
serve aS muzak piped into the speakers 
of a torture chamber. One must be cau- 
tioned not to let small children listen to 
this release. After one listen they may 
start playing with farm animals that have 
nasty habits. 


Of Cabbages and Kings, Basic Pain, 
Basic Pleasure 

If you are familiar with Prong and its 
drummer Ted Parsons, there is another 
name you should familiarize yourself 
with—Algis Kizys. While it’s a hard 
name to pronounce, it’s a name you 
should know. Kizys and Parsons were 
once part of the legendary New York 
City underground group, the Swans. 
Parsons and Kizys departed from the 
group in the mid-’80s with Parsons mov- 
ing onto Prong but not before collabo- 
rating with Kizy’s project, Of Cabbages 
and Kings. Kizy’s group, sans Parsons, is 
still going strong with the release Basic 
Pain, Basic Pleasure. The slow but riff- 
ing of Land of ‘57 Chevy, the mystic, 
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Gothic quality of Craw/ Again and the 
mind-blowing power of John Barleycorn 
Must Die (a rewritten version of the tra- 
ditional English folksong) make it a mas- 
ter work which should satisfy audiophiles 
seeking the sickest contributions to 
underground music. 


Rat At Rat R, Rat At Rat R 

Rat At Rat R will not provide a musical 
panacea for your ills. They will not hold 
your hand, soothe your thought-weary 
mind and tell you that everything will be 
all right. Instead they will rub salt into 
your wounds, scorn your anguish and 
thrust you down into the darkest depths 
of humanity. Anything that is vile or 
crass they expose under a shade of dark 
humor. For example, the song Life 


ANS; 


Boat/Fly tells of two flies trapped on “a 
continuous continuum of black sticky 
glue.” One fly wants the other to sur- 
render an arm to him, “There ain't no 
place either of us is going/I could use the 
extra protein.” The music enhances the 
dark message of the lyrics. Listening to 
the thick bass line and uneasy, anxious 
chord progression of tunes like Moth 
Candy and Tank is like sticking your 
head in a bucket of piranhas. This self- 
titled release, one of many for the noise 
veterans, may not be for everyone but it 
certainly is good. 


Fudge Tunnel, Hate Songs in E Minor 

Think of ooze. Think of its thick, heavy 
consistency. Think of how it slowly 
engulfs its surroundings. That is the 
essence of Fudge Tunnel on their debut 
Hate Songs in E Minor. From the men- 
acing melodic progression of the title 
track to the evil enchantment of Gut Rot, 


the group kicks into a groove that is as 
clean as the Alaskan coast after the 
Exxon oil spill. For Dee-Lite the groove is 
in the heart; for Fudge Tunnel the 
groove is in hell. Distortion is not limited 
to the guitars and bass, the vocalist 
sounds like a possessed humming bird 
with an attitude. Their version of 
Cream’s Sunshine of Your Love is possi- 
bly one of the best covers done in the 
history of modern music. They don’t just 
play the song, they recreate it. This is a 
definitive noise rock album, taking the 
genre to new and exciting heights. 


Durham, Durham 

To be truly successful and worthy of 
that success, a group must not only satis- 
fy with their musical creations, they must 


dazzle and command the attention of 
anyone who comes in contact with it. 
That means not settling for the mundane 
but striving for the most unique, most 
exceptional work that the group can 
possibly attain. Durham, a North 
Carolina commercial metal outfit who 
are hailed as “the most popular” in that 
area, satisfy with their self-titled demo. 
Obviously influenced by groups like Kiss, 
they deliver their material with the pro- 
fessionalism of most successful commer- 
cial metal groups. Their sound is not too 
schlocky; they're real musicians. 
Although the lyrics are a bit cliche, which 
is most evident on Bad Reputation and 
Won’t You Believe, and the music style is 
borrowed, their hunger gives the overall 
package a feeling of freshness. It is sur- 
prising that Durham is without a label 
contract but if they put their own twist 
into their approach, they could be suc- 
cessful.

ords don’t always inspire songs. Sometimes music 

does, as is the case with Skid Row’s Slave To The 
Grind. Lead singer Sebastian Bach had a heavy guitar riff 
going when bandmate Rachel Bolan remarked, “That 
sounds like a grindI” Then Bach hit pulsating drum 
rhythms as Bolan and guitarist Dave ‘Snake’ Sabo wrote 
both music and words to the song. Bach notes the words 
say, “You don’t have to be a slave to the grind if you choose 
not to. There’s different avenues in life. We’re brought up 
to think there’s only one—go to school, get a job, get mar- 
ried, have a kid, buy a station wagon and have the govem- 

' ment steal your social security by the time you’re 60.” 

Tho’ Bolan wrote most of Slave To The Grinds lyrics, the 
rebellious Bach got his two cents in with the picturesque 
phrase, “You talk verbal insecticide.” He notes, “That's the 
only line that I wrote. It comes from people telling you, “No 
you can not do this—you can not do that.” It really hurts if 
somebody has a dream and they're constantly being beaten 
into the dirt. It’s like someone spraying bug spray in your 
brain and killing your inspiration.” Obviously Skid Kow aren’t 
slaves to any grind, “If you want to be a musician, and you 
have the dream, talent, dedication and conviction you can do 
it. But it takes a lot of work; nobody rides for free. The song 
says if you're trying to make a decision of what to do with your 
life and you don’t believe what everyone Is telling you, you 
should go with your heart. Question authority that people 
place around you. What separates the ‘men’ from the ‘boys’ 
are people that can rise above that and stand on their own two 
feet and say, ‘ I’m gonna do it.’ That’s rock and roll.”

life on the road, and left to pursue a more normal lifestyle with the release of, 
Unmasked in May, 1980. He was replaced by fox-faced drummer Eric Carr. 

“Eric embodied the Kiss point of view,” noted Gene. “He was honest, hard-. 
working and rocked the hardest he could.” 

But with Peter’s departure, something in the Kiss facade had cracked. Fate, gim-— 
mickry and timing had made Kiss the biggest band in the world in the late ‘70s, but 
with the change of decade, the platinum plateau started to crumble. When Gene, — 
Paul, Eric and Ace went into the studio to record Creatures Of The Night in 198l, " 
Ace was heavily into drugs.

Although it’s Ace’s spaceman mask glaring at you with luminous eyes on the | 
cover of Creatures, Ace wasn’t the only guitarist on the album. If you look at the — 
inside sleeve, you'll find that three of the LP’s songs were written by Gene Simmons — 


and Vincent Cusano. Vincent Cusano is Vinnie Vincent, Ace’s replacement. And, 
although he’s not credited on the record, Bruce Kulick did a lot of lead work on the 
album because Ace couldn’t pull it off. 

“| was unreliable toward the end with Kiss because | was unhappy after doing my 


successful solo record,” recalled Ace. “I thought maybe | should go out on my © 


own. So rather than dealing with the problems that my success caused within the 
band, | withdrew into alcohol and drugs.” 


Shortly after Creatures was released, Vinnie replaced Ace. Although Vinnie hap- | 


pened to be a very talented songwriter, he wasn’t content being just a salaried 


musician (which every subsequent member of Kiss has been). With tension loom- | 
ing around Kiss’ revamped lineup, the band went down to Rio de Janiero, Brazil in © 


early 1983. They played for a half a million people—their largest audience ever. 
Caught in a critical juncture between this massive international success, and a 
lagging fan base back home in the states, Gene and Paul realized that it was time 


for drastic measures. Van Halen, Judas Priest, Motley Crue had become huge, mak- — 


ing Kiss seem like ancient dinosaurs. 

“After playing for a half million people with no opening act, just Kiss, what else 
are you going to do?” asked Paul. “You've done it. So we were at the point 
where it seemed obvious that either we change now or forever hold our peace.” 

Kiss decided to take off the makeup. 

“It was worth changing because it was getting a bit too easy,” observed Paul. 
“We knew the moves a little too well, so it wasn’t as adrenalinized. So out of 
respect to ourselves, the concept and the audience, we changed.” 

For Gene, taking off the makeup meant expanding, “scaling new mountains.” 
He went into acting; Runaway, Never Too Young To Die, Wanted Dead Or 
Alive, Trick Or Treat, a special episode of Miami Vice; acting was a good amuse- 
ment. But, Gene liked wielding musical power. He produced Keel, Black’N’Blue, 
Wendy O. Williams, EZO and went on to start his own short-lived record label, 
Simmons Records. 

Being makeup-free brought renewed interest in the group. The Kiss Army 
flocked to concerts and record stores to see what their heroes would do without 
makeup. Now Paul was clad in fluorescent fringes, and became the band’s lead 
man. Gene, with his interests in other things, was content to give Paul the spot- 
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1991. He had high fever, a hacking cough, headaches and was feeling horrible. 
Physicians did a chest x-ray. That's when they discovered that Eric’s heart cavity 
was enlarged. He had a condition known as periocarditis, which is a buildup of 
fluid around the heart. Three weeks later Eric was coughing up blood. Tests 
revealed that inside the right atrium of his heart there was a tumor that looked like | 
“a pinky.” Open heart surgery was performed. | 

“| just dealt with it,” Eric stated when he started feeling better. “In situations like | 
this, you have two choices, you either panic and get immobilized and don’t do any- 
thing and you die, or you deal with it and take care of it.” 

In May, I99I, Kiss with drumming friend Eric Singer sitting in and producer Bob 
Ezrin behind the board, recorded God Gave Rock’ n’ Roll To You—Il, an old Argent 
song, for the soundtrack of Bill And Ted’s Bogus Journey. Eric Carr was out for 
the recording session but approved of Singer wholeheartedly. 

Eric Carr was not yet strong enough to play when that lineup and Bob Ezrin (who 
produced the monumental album Destroyer) started working on Kiss’ 24th album. — 
During the recording process it was discovered that doctors hadn't gotten rid of all 
of Eric’s cancer. Although Eric Singer was used on all other tracks, no one said any- 
thing about him being a permanent replacement. “Gene and Paul have been 
great,” Eric Carr stated from his sickbed. “Everybody's willing to work around 
me.” 

Unfortunately, Eric never got better. His life was taken by a brain hemorrhage on 
November 17, |99I. 

“Eric lasted because he was in Kiss,” commemorates Gene. “We always had the 
point of view of never giving up and always doing the best you can without whin- 
ing or complaining, and that’s how Eric was.” 

Eric's illness brought Kiss closer together. Revenge, which is dedicated to Eric, is 
a result of this renewed band unity. “Past records have been all of us working on 
our own,” stated Gene. “This time we've been together without producer Bob 
Ezrin working material out. The songwriting process for this album goes back to an 
earlier period when we did songs like Firehouse, Black Diamond and Cold Gin. 

"Revenge marks a new era for Kiss,” declared Paul. “This is the best album we 
could do. We pushed ourselves. Revenge has really been a commitment to make 
an album of blood and sweat and tears. It’s been a tough album, we've busted our 
asses, and we know it’s good.” 

Kiss’ renewed interest comes from each member's revitalized dedication to the 
band and their desire to make great rock and roll. In fact, they even called in old 
friend Vinnie Vincent to help with some of the songs. “Vinnie has paid for any mis- 
takes he’s made in spades,” noted Paul. “He’s a great songwriter and there’s great 
chemistry. We got together, buried the hatchet and got to work. Vinnie co-wrote 
four songs on Revenge.” 

For the first time in a decade, Gene has no outside projects, and Kiss is up for the 
challenge of taking their two decades of experience and pitting it against bands 
that are half their age. 

Twenty years, 25 million albums down the line Kiss are out there with renewed 
interest doing what they do best... making great rock and roll.
